Election/Restrictions 

Restriction to one of the following inventions is required under 35 U.S.C. 121: 

I. Claims 1 -1 5 are drawn to a method for treating or prophy tactically 
preventing an inflammatory or metabolic disorder in a mammal with a 
compound sufficient to (a) at least partially activate peroxisome proliferator 
activated receptors (PPARs) and (b) at least partially inhibit, antagonize or 
block an activity of angiotensin II type I receptors, classified in class 514, 
subclass 315.
